more clearly the voice of the United 
States Golf Association is the voice- 
that speaks to England. 


And here would seem to be

organization holds against the other 
body, the claim being that in politics 
of international play we are dominat- 
ed by the English. 
Such technical 


matters as the stymie, out-of-bounds 
regulations and putters and punched, 
and ribbed clubs and the like are 
held as evidence proving this fact. 


If the Westerners cannot break this 


entente between the U. S. G. A. and

merger talk is made clear. What will

will be made clear at the Hotel Astor

An interesting factor in the situa- 


tion is the fact that the

now contains a majority of members 
affiliated with "Western and Southern 
clubs. If "this committee sponsors the 
amalgamation as is predicted will be 
the case, then the 
annual meeting 


should develop into a major engage- 
ment. 
Those who are deeply concerned in 


the complete nationalization of Amer- 
ican golf will undoubtedly stand back 
of any project designed to make this 
ambition a matter of fact as well a 
matter of name. 
At the same time no one can say 


aught of the governing authorities of
